PRELIMINARY FACTS. 

“Perhaps I ought, first of all, 
to cail attention to ane or two 
preliminary facts.” said Mrs. 
Haslewood. “Hongkong was 
ceded to the British in 1842, and 
ignow a Crown Colony. Ittass 
population of abont 200,000, of 
whom 6,000 are Europeans. Itis 
controlled bs a Governor and a 
Legislative Council. In 1844.4 law 
was promulgated forbidding 
slavery in Hongxong, but it was 
disallowed ag unnecessary. be- 
[cause ‘the English laws as to 
slavery extend by their own 
proper force ‘and authority to 
Hongkong.’ In 1878 the Chief Jus- 
tica of Hoogkong declared that 
thore’were in the colony ‘batweeo 
ten and twenty thousand female 
slaves through the failure of the 
Government to enforce the exist- 
ing lows. "The matter was 
brougbt to the attention of the 
Homa Government, and the resalt 
of an enquiry was tbat Lord 
Stanley of Alderley stated that 
the Chief Justice had exaggerated 
greatly. So the matter dropped, 
though. from time to time tefer- 
ences were made to itin both the 
Colonial and British Press. 

“The facts are that in almost 
every Chinese. house there are 
one or moze girls who are in vit- 
toal slavery. They are there 
under what'is called a system of 
adoption, but the truth is that for 
& money-payment they arte hand- 
ed ‘over by their parents. The 
police-court records” contain 
abundant evidence, of the cruelty 
with which -they are- treat 
ed. In.many. cases ‘they are 
compelled to live an. im- 
moral life., They are tbe chief 
source of supply of the brothels

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_ THE IRISH PROBLEM. 


“It would be the gravest reflection on statesmauship 1f 
this auspicious moment were allowed to pass.” Those 
words of General Smuts. written to De Valera on the eve, 
of the former's departure for South Africa, will sum op 
‘the thoughts of the great majority of us who have read the 
telegrams to haud yesterday regarding the [rish situation. 
We have looked forward so eagerly to peave and we have 
been led to expect so much out of the present negotiations 
that it is hard to conceive how statesmmanshbip can be called 
by that name and still permit this grandest of all oppor- 
tunities to pass without tangible result. And yet. it has a 
hard task: how hard can easily be gathered when we read 
of the uncompromising attitudes of the three parties 
concerned. . 

The British Government tas made an offer far in 
advance of anvthing that has even been offered Ireland 
before. A full dominions’ status with just the necessary 
safeguards—an offer that General Smuts himself has 
advised Dail Eireann to accept. .De Valera has replied 
that neither Dail Elreanti ner the frish peuple can accept 
the proposals, and. after puinting out why he thinks the 
freedom of Ireland would be illusory under such circum- 
stances, asks for Ireland's right tu secede entirely from the 
British crown. The Premier bas pointed out the impessi- 
bility of that request and has pleaded for a reconsideration. 
And theo’ Ulster comes into the picture, full of a vigorous 
patriotism and-oudly proclaiming that Ulster will recognise 
* qo authority other than that of the King and Parliament 
5 of the United Kingdom. So far as we have news. 

there the position stands: three parties, Great Britain. 
Dail Eireann and Ulster, all where they were before 
the conferences and peace talk began. Have we reached 
an impasse out of which there is to be no escape save that 
of further strife! With whom does the next move rest? 
Tt seems'to be.with De Valera and his companions. who 
must seriously face the consequences of a definite refusal 
of the Governments offer. They have just met in Dublin 
- and we must await their verdict. Reuter. so fond of giving 
_ us his own opinions, says that the southern leaders still 
seemed to be in buoyant spirits on Sunday and that 
Government circles in Dublin believe that De Valera will 
be persuaded to accept the terms offered. One cam only 
hope that their belief will not be falsified. -o 
For our own part. we are inclined to think that the 
British Government has, in this instance, gone as far as it 
can go and that it has behind it the weight of the majority 
of British public opinion. It has tried, with generosity, 
‘to settle this old feud: its action bas the approbation of a 
man like General Smuts and that will connt a lot in the 
scale when men and women pass their individual judgments. 
” Sinn Fein must realise that it is asking more than can be 
given it when it demands complete secessin and the right 
“to establish its own Republic—a Republic hostile to 
- Britain. Mr. Asquith has been in opposition to the present 
Government because it has not offered the dominion. status 
to Ireland before. He will bein agreement with it now, 
: and so will the majority of thinking men and: women. 
Here isa chance to make amends and to end a sordid 
chapter. If Sinn Fein throws it away in an excess of 
Gntolerance the fault will be widely. recognised. The con- 
gequences—they make unpleasaut contemplation.

New Tonnage for P. & 0. 


Nearly 150,006 tons of shipping 
is at present. under construction 
in British yards for the Peninsula 
and Oriental S. N.-Co., according 
to the latest information received 
in Hongkong by the Khyber. Tho 
exact amount of tonnage now be- 
ing built is 148,500 tons and all of 
is. except 6,500 tons, is in 
passenger bottoms. There are 
ten vessels on the ways al- 
together. 

The programme of ship con- 
struction for the P. and O., of 
which these steamers are part, 13 
8 short, but nevertheless exten- 
sive one, principally to replace 
the severe losses sustained by the 
company during the war. 
an amount cf the new tonnage is 
designed for emmigrant business, 
The nine passenger, steamers, all 
Is, even bigger than some 
of the vessels which wero lost and 
whose places and names they are 
takiog, are beirg built in three 
classes. In the B class there aye 
ive 13,800-ton vessels. Two of 
them are almost completed. They 
are the Ballarat and the Baradine. 
These sbips are being built for the 
Australian rin by way of Cape 
Town and will carry only third 
class passenger, itis said. There 
will be accommodation for about 
1,100 passengers on each of the 
“big five”. Their field for busi- 
ness willbe in the heavy em- 
migration to Australia and Sonth. 
Africa from the Old Country that 
is expecced oace the world-wide 
depression begins to lessen. The 
names of the other three ‘ships 
are the Balranald, the Bendigo 
and the Barrabool. The appoint. 


" mentof masters ta the first two 


ships to be finished has been made. 
Capt. S.C. Warner will command 
the Ballara:s and Capt. B. J. 
Ohlson, D.S.0., the Baradine. 
The, largest. ships under con- 
struction in this programme are 
the Mooltan and the Maloja, both 
of 20,700 tons. They are intended 
for the mail line from London to 
Australia, via Suez and are much 
Jarger than their predecessors, 
which were sunk during the war. 
They will have accommodation 
for about 500 first class passeagers 
aswell as being provided with 


” cheapér grades.. 


Two otber. steamers designed 
to replace war losses are the 
Moldavia and, the Mongolia. 
which will have a tonnage of 15,- 
800 tons each. 

The one cargo ship for delivery 
about the same tine as these 
passenger vessels is the Mirza- 
pore, of 6,500 tons. 

Although no announcement has 
bean made to the effect it is 
thought thet some of this new 
tonnage will be utilised on the 
Far Eastern service of the P.and 
0.-Co.

“any agreement among the pre- 
datory states of the world to- 
day,” Dr. Bertrand” Russell at 
Keio University outlined what he 
considers to be the causes of con- 
flict among the nations, which 
are nationalism and present-day 
capitalism, and gave bis ‘one 
way out—International Com- 
mocism.” 

The heir apparent toa British 
Earldom, slender and of an aris- 
tocratic bearing but showing the 
traces of his recent severe illness, 
talked. to several thousand 
Japanese for about an hoor on 
Socialism. The bare, white 
auditorium of Keio University 
was packed to the walls by an 
audience that was almost entirely 
Japanese, yet among them wera 
very few kimono or hakoma; for-

45 years old, but the only gray 
hair to be seen was that of the 
scholarly. appearirg speaker. 
Most of those who listened in 
silence, bresking into applause 
only at the close of the address, 
belonged to the generation that 
is called by many the “New 
Japan.”

THE CHINA TEA TRADE, 
The year has baan a disastrous 
one for thé tea trade. The. 
Russian firms having oo orders, 
the bulk of the crap was sent: 19 
Shanghai, and only about 2,000 
ha f-chests wero dispcesed of in 
Hankow. Evenin Shanghai only 
a amall propartion of the erop 
faund buyers, onty abant 64,000 
balf-chests of ‘Keemuns arrived, 
of which abour 9.000 half-chests 
have been sald. The quality was 
better than in the previous year 
and fine teas reatised the same. 
tael prices, but medium and com- 
mon teas were a drug in the 
market. Hankow teas were bad- 
Ig made and not wanted. 4,000 
half-chests were sent to Shang- 
hai, but had wot been sold up to 
the end of the year. The military 
disturbances in Hunan prevented. 
the sending down of any more 
tea, and it 13 estimated that about 
40,000 half-chests still remain in 
the tea districts in-that province. 
The quality and leaf of Ichang 
teas were very much inferior to 
the previous year's, and the pzica 
was about 20 per cant. lower than 
in 1919. The outlook for the China’ 
tea trade is deplorable. Large 
stocks have accumulated in Eng- 
land, and prices are #0 Tow that 
China tea cannot compete with 
Indias, Cevion, or Java teas un- 
der present conditions. .' The 
Rulsian market is still closed; an 
attempt was made to open busi- 
ness relatians with the Soviets, 
but though the tea was taken, ro 
payment forig was forthcoming. , 
The tea Grms which still survive 
have enormous atocks of unsale- 
able 1919 and 1919 teas remaining 
on. hand, and the godowns are 
choked with huge stoeks of brick 
tea, the maoufacture of whichhas 
now ceased. The teamen bave 
such large stocks of 1920.tea on 
hand that it is doubefal if any 
new tea will be preparedior (921. 
which will militate agains: the 
keeping alive of the trade till 
better times, While there is no 
sale for the o!d deteriorated China 
stocks, some besicess could still 
be done inthe finer qualities of 
fresh teas if they. came into the 
market: but. failing thatnorevival 
of the tea trade with foreign~ 
countries seems to be possible.
